DETAILS* 




The activities of subject first came to the atteaticp -of the 
Lob Angelos Field Division in November of 1943 whsn a letter addressed to 
Miss DOROTHY LAMOTJR, Hollywood* California and postmarked Panama /City, 
Florida September 18* 1943 at 3:00 P.M. was referred to this office for 
©valuation and handling. Although thie letter contains no threats or 
any statement which would constitute a violation of the Extortion Statute, 
it was felt that the information should be forwarded to the Bureau end 
plaoed on file, and that some investigation should be conducted to deter- 
mine if the writer of the letter was of sound raiad end also to prevent any 
further letters to be written to Miss LAMOUR. 
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The letter which was signed by FRANK L* FAULKNER was. penoi 1 writ- 
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ten and contained instructions to the effeot that Miss LAMQUR should pro- 
ceed to Oakland, California and contact one | | described 

aa an airplane manufacturer representative, and further instructed that 
Mies LAMOUR should charter a piano from him. Kiss LAMCUR was then given 
instructions to proceed to Panama City, Florida to meet the writer of the 
letter. 

During 1944, the FBI laboratory in Washington, D.C. was in re- 
ceipt of additional communications directed to people of prominence in 
this country which were identified as having been written by the sans© party 
who had written to Kiss LAMQUR, and had signed his name as FRANK L. FAULKNER, 
Victims in these additional communications include the French Ambassador, 
Washington, D.C. and the Direotor of the Federal Bureau of Investigation at 
the seat of government.

Fox Film Corporation, Beverly Hills, California furnished additional communi- 
cations apparently written by subject and were received by Mr. DARRYL L. 
ZANUCK. 

A description of the items received by Mr. CAGNEY and Mr. ZANUCK 
are being set forth herewith s These documents wore forwarded to the FBI 
Laboratory for appropriate examination by letter dated March 1, 1946. 

(l) A three-page letter dated aad postmarked February 16, 1946, 
Jacksonville, Florida, on stationery of the Roosevelt Hotel, On the baok 
of the envelope it states t "ADOLPH HITLER is still alive in Germany (Berlin) 
Germans are smart (for the F.B.I.)" The letter itself begins: "Dear Darryl, 

Those mugs and yeggs will lay off of you: Now let** see if the F.B.I. is 

smart. I love LANA TURNER. You look like a bunch of saps to me. Signed, 
Your Friend, FRANK L. FAULKNER." 

Tho letter then continues "ADOLPH ZUKQR is the LEAD; The SCION of 
the West Coast; The ainoanpoop from Frisco. Tell the F.B.I. that Adolph 
ZUKOR is the LEAD," The second pago is obscene.

Beach, Florida, addressed to Mr, JAMES CAGNEY at Hollywood, It begins: 

"Dear Jimmy ole* boy: - You got in tho biggest deal ($) in history; 

I’ve been on them Rothchilds’ for years. Talk freely to the 

F.B.I. - and look out for my future wife, Mias LANA TURNER." 


In thiB letter he eaye that AJOOLPItrZUKOR is the man he is after; 
that ZUKOR sold information to the Germans during World War 2 «nd is tied 
up with an international opium ring and smuggling outfit. On page 2 he 
says; 

"The F.B.I. and Scotland, Yards, London, England are paid off (so 
you will be have to be sure who you talk with); Tho F.B.I. was 
paid off ($) by Jews - and Scotland Yards was paid off (pound sign) 
by the ROTHSCHILDS and the British Lords, RuBBia had absolutely 
nothing to do with it." 

On Page 3 FAULKNER says; ”1 was born in Henderson, N.C., Feb. 10, 1902 — 
am of English, Scotch, Irish & Welsh dosoent -- and not a German." Further 
on he says he is a direot descendant of IMMANUEL FAULKNER of England and 
of the LLEWELLYNS of Wales; that for confirmation CAGNEY should ‘ball my 
mother A father, Mr. & Mrs, EUGENE FAULKNER, 614 Andrews Ave., Henderson, 
W.C., Telephone =$337." 

(5) Nine picture poutcarde, all postmarked 9:30 Ad!., February 
IS, 1946, at Fort Pieroe, Florida. The following extracts are taken from

Although there appeared to be no direct threats contained in these 
comimnications, it was believed that the slander against the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation and the allegations regarding ADOLPH ZUKOR, and obsoene 
character of some of the letters warranted an investigation to determine 
the whereabouts of FAULKNER and an extensive interview *ith him, and then 
presentation of facts to the appropriate United States Attorney. Accord- 
ingly, the Miami and Charlotte Field Divisions were requested to instigate 
an investigation of FAULKNER. 

By letter dated March 19, 1946, Mr. I I of the Metro- 

Goldwyn-Mayer Pictures, Culver City, California transmitted additional 
letters and one postal oard, whioh were addressed to Messrs. SAMUEL GQLDNYN 
A LOU I S B, MAYER, in oare of M.G.K. Studios, Inc., Culver City, California 
and all signed by FRANK L* FAULKNER. These communications described below 
wore forwarded to the FBI laboratory for appropriate examination by letter 
dated March 26, 1946,
